SANTA FE, N. M., Sept. 9 (FP). 
—The battle for the freedom of the 
three framed Gallup, N. M., miners 
has entered a new phase since the 
State Supreme Court upheld the 
conviction of two of them ordered 
a@ rehearing in the case of the 
third prisoner. 

More than 7% months were re- 
quired by the state high tribunal 
to pass judgment on the fate of 
the three men, who had been sen- 
tenced to terms of 45 to 60 years 
on charges of “aiding and abetting” 
the shooting of Sheriff Carmichael 
in February, 1935, during an anti-| 
eviction demonstration. 

The deferidants were outside the 


range of the firing and evidence 
indicated that the sheriff was the 
victim of his own men’s crossfire. 
The jury, under tremendous pres- 
sure to convict, did so, but recom- 
mended “leniency.” The judge re- 
plied by imposing the most savage 
punishments within his power. 

The present decision upholds the 
conviction of Juan Ochoa and Man- 
uel Avitea, but declares the evi- 
dence against Leandro Velardo is 
insufficient.

The platform goes on record for 
municipally-owned public utilities. 
It calls for the “transportation, gas 
and electric systems to be acquired 
and managed without profit for the 
benefit of the people of Detroit.” 

An adequate welfare budget to 
provide food, clothing and shelter 
for the unemployed is also éalled 
for, with promise of a drive for state 
old-age pensions, unemployment, 
health and maternity insurance. 

Elimination of overcrowded 
schools, free adult education, and an 
expanded health program, develop- 
ment of playgrounds and abolition 
of sweat-shops are all called for 
under education and health. 

Dealing with the city administra- 
tion itself, the platform declares for 
“an honest and efficient city admin- 
istration responsive to the needs of 
the working people of Detroit.”

A Hero Stands 


Before a Dictator 


* It was a bestial picture of terror, that 
court -scene in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Wed- 
nesday. 


Standing before their accusers, bearing 


the bloody evidence of savage torture, were - 


Luis Carlos Prestes, Knight of Hope of the 
Brazilian people; Harry Berger, German 
refugee from fascism, and Pedro Ernesto 
Baptista, former mayor of Rio de Janeiro, 
whose “crime” was fighting for the libera- 
tion of Brazil from imperialism and reaction. 


The defendants and victims of President 
Getulio Vargas’s Nazi-style military tribunal 
were up before the court on appeal. For 
nearly two years these men have suffered 
the barbarous~tortures of their jailers. Yet 
though bearing the bloody marks of his tor- 
ture, Luis Carlos Prestes heroically de- 
nounced the drum-head court, raised his first 
in the People’s Front salute, and demanded 
the liberation of himself and his fellow pris- 
oners. 


Without a scintilla of evidence Luis Car- 
los Prestes was arrested after the November, 
1935 uprising in the northeast’ of Brazil. 
Preceding the arrest of Prestes and hundreds 
of others, Victor Barron, a young American 
worker, was tortured to death. 


Unable to convict Prestes and his co-de- 
fendants under the existing constitution or 
courts of Brazil, Dictator Vargas had special 
laws passed and new “courts” set up. 

Aided by world protests and the persist- 
ent demands of the Brazilian people that 
the case be reviewed, Vargas was forced at 
least to go through the pretense of a review 
of the heavy sentences, — 


Now while the appeal is being heard our 
voice and protest can help. Wires, telephone 
calls, messages should flood the Brazilian 
embassy demanding the freedom of Luis 
Carlos Prestes and the other political prison- 
ers being persecuted with him. — 


Cables should go down to Rio telling Dic- 
tator Vargas that the American people join 
with the Brazilian people in.demanding the 
release of Prestes and the other political 
prisoners.

Whatever may be Chamberlain's views of the So- 
viet Union's indictment of Italy’s Fascist pirate policy, 
officials of the British government are contrained 
privately to admit to newspaper correspondents that 
the U. S. S. R. carried out a brilliant pleee of strategy 
against the Fascist powers, and, we may add, against 
the Tory plot to conciliate Mussolini in’ his piracy. 
Near the tail-end of one of its cables from London 
yesterday the New York Times published this. para- 
graph which we think is worth repeating and em- 
phasizing: . 

“Officials here declined to comment publicly on 
Russia's accusations against Italy or the furious 
reaction of Rome. But they felt Russia was not 
quite so stupid or clumsy in her move as she might 
have appeared. The Russian ‘bombshell’ may have 
been a deliberate attempt of the Soviet Foreign Of- 
fice to keep Germany and Italy away from the con- 
ference and to administer a setback to Anglo-Italian 
reconciliation. The attempt has cost Russia little 
and has widened the breach between London and 
Paris on the one hand and the Fascist powers on 


the other.” 


- 

Speaking of the New York Times’ coverage of for- 
eign events, we always did think that its correspondent 
in Berlin, Frederick T. Birchall, went far out of his 
way to accommodate the Nazis and put them in 4s 
favorable a light as he could. Now we have some 
positive proof of that estimate. 

In a three-column story of the Nuremberg Nazi 


. Congress, Birchall goes to great lengths to print the 


songs sang by the Nazi groups at the Congress and to 
cover the whole gathering with an air of innocent 
Everybody knows that — Hitler's 
main purpose at the Nuremberg Congress is to win 
popular approval in Germany for the most dangerous 
war alliance that ever confronted the world, the 
Some-Berlin-Tokio axis. 

Many who acknowledged the belligerent aims of 
the Congress declared that it was directed against 
Bolshevism and should not worry the democratic 
nations, Here is where Birchall did Hitler a distinct 
service. 

One of the outstanding Nazi speakers at the Con- 
gress On Wednesday was Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, de- 
scribed by Birchall as a Nazi “ideologist.” Birchall 
said that Rosenberg attacked the Catholic Church, 
tae German Protestants and Bolshevism. But 
Birchall completely left out the central point of 
Rosenberg's speech. We quote (from the Associated 
Press) the part that Birchall censored to the interest 
of Hitler: 

“The Nazi cultural leader (Rosenberg) relent- 
lessly attacked democracy, church 4nd _ liberalism. 
He predicted the destruction of all democratic States 
with the concurrent increasing power of national 
socialism—‘which is a blessing for Germany, Europe 
and the whole world.’ 

“Amid applause he ridiculed the heads of demo- 
cratic States for their defense of liberal prin- 
ciples. ... 

“He linked democracy and Bolshevism, calling 
the latter ‘the illegitimate child’ of democracy. 

“In many respects, he said, Bolsheviki pursue 
democratic ideals in their final consequences. De- 
mocracies are ‘pitcously short-sighted and as terri- 
fied as a rabbit before a rattlesnake,’ he declared.” 

Thus we see that the brunt of the Nazi attack is 
directed against the democratic nations. Did Birchall 
want to keep from the American people the fact that 
when Hitler and his cohorts rave against “Bolshevism” 
they include in their venomous assaults the demo- 
cratic nations? 

’. This censoring of the news by the Times’ corre- 
spondent is all the more significant in view of the fact 


_. that the war alliance welcomed by the Nuremberg 


Congress is directed against all the democratic nations.

mained that of coming to power 
as a result of a defeat. And this 
coming to power as a result of a 
defeat signified for him that 
while up to that time Trotzky 
abroad and we here, in Moscow, 
had spoken of an economic re- 
treat within the framework of the 
Soviet state, a radical change was 
indicated in this letter. For, in 
the first place, Trotzky consid- 
ered that as a result of the de- 
feat there would arise the in- 
evitability of making territorial 
concessions, and he specifically 
mentioned the Ukraine. In the 
second place, it was a question 
of the partition of the U.S.S.R. 
In the third place, from the eco- 
nomic standpoint, he foresaw the 
following consequences of the de- 
feat: not only the granting of 
concessions on industrial enter- 
prises of importance to capitalist 
states, but also the transfer, the 
sale to private capitalist owners, 
of important economic enterprises 
to be specified by them. Trotzky 
contemplated the issue of deben- 
ture loans, i.e., the admission of 
foreign capital for the exploita- 
tion of those factories which 
would formally remain in the 
hands of the Soviet state.” 


This statement of Radek indi- 
cates clearly that the activities of 
the groups working under the lead- 
ership of Trotzky were linked up 
with definite agreements with the 
German fascist movement and the 
Japanese militarists. It has been 
made clear during the trial that 
Many persons came to the Soviet 
Union under false passports issued 
by some Ambassadors and the Ger- 
man Gestapo (Nazi Secret Police). 

By this time it should be clear to 
every Party member as to the real

PPARENTLY there are literally millions of people who 


will sit up till 2 A.M. devouring phony reports of 
phonier wrestling and boxing matches, who themselves 
always plead that they’re “too tired” to put on a pair of 
gloves themselves, swing on a bar, go swimming or take a 
hike. 

They take their athleties vicariously, and they abhor 
raising a sweat. Sweating is, to them, something that only 
vile workers do, is associated with labor and just isn’t nice.

And even a 
lot of kids of my age that would appreciate a place that would MAKE 
them exercise and sweat and puff enough to keep them well for the 
tough tasks of the labor movement. Babe Ruth doesn’t interest me 
so long as I can’t play on his team. And I hate these private gyms 
where a guy is pushed around nad regarded only as a financial asset. 

So what does Column Left do to keep fit? Tied to a desk all 
day, we find a stationary “track run” till the sweat comes, a fine 
prelude to a cold shower, with some calisthenic wriggling and somer- 
saults on the floor (if time allows) absolutely necessary to health.

I think that Jack Dempsey was not only the hardest hitting heavy- 
weight | in recent years, but that he was also a better fighter and greater 
champ’ ‘than Louis, 


Not that Louis isn’t a great fighter, or that he won't improve, per- 
haps even to. the stature of the former Dempsey, and considered all 
around, Louis has what it takes, but he is still not, in my opinion, the 
“hardest hitter” in ring history. 


- Think back to.any of Dempsey's fights, and remember the savage, 
slashing atiack of his, as compared with Joe Louis’ more calculated 
style. Remember the days of the younger Dempsey, when he chopped 
giants like Willard and Firpo into ribbons, and then flattened them out 
with a final sledge-hammer blow. 


i Don't forget that Dempsey competed in a field of heavyweights 


who were far superior to the whacky Baers and the iike today. Dempsey 
fought his way through a tough bunch of lads, who would make some 
oj the présent crop look like creampuffs. 

So that’s just how I feel on this whole situation, I still contend 
that Joe Louis is not a better fighter than the greatest of them all, 
Jack Dempsey. How about proving your assertion regarding Louis 
being the hardest hitter in history.

So there it is. I think Johnny has absorbed some of the spray 
from his sea-going column and is &ll wet. 
a I think Joe Louis, in his three yeais of high-powered, cean-cut 
fighting, has shown a more deady punch than Dempsey ever had. 


There's an aura of untouchable invincibility that grows up 
around names like Jack Dempsey, Babe Ruth, Bill Tilden, et al, 
after they finish their careers, It's misleading. 

Right now, for instance, there are two youngsters named: Joe Di 
Maggio and Don Budge who are in the process of formulating base- 
ball and tennis records that will be at least as impressive as the Babe's 
or Big Bill's. Both are young, and in the middle of it, and until a few 
years pass, they won't receive their proper all-time ranking in the 
popular mind. 
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= Case for Joe Louis 


The same thing is even more true in the case of Joe Louis. Here 
is a 23-year-old boy who has blasted 30 of his 37 professional oppo- 
nents into dreamland. He’s only lost one fight, and is the youngest 
champion to ever ascend the heavy throne. 


His terrific punching power in either hand has humbled no less 
than four men who held the heavyweight title: of the world—Carnera, 
Baer, Sharkey and Braddck-—-and each and every one of them said 
afterwards that they never imagined a man could hit so hard. 


The “giants” that Dempsey chopped down, Willard and. Firpo, 
| would keep their ponderous frames in front of Joe Louis about two 
's rounds apiece.

 @ 1, In his entire career, Joe Louis has never been accused of 
Re fouling, nor has he ever complained of being fouled—or indulged 
| a in phony dramatics of having hurt his hand, etc.

And by the way, the only 
direct line ef comparison is through Jack Sharkey. Louis blasted 
Sharkey out of there in three heats; while Dempsey won in five 
inds on a K.O. that was bitterly assailed by Sharkey as a foul.
